FEAR OVER

A DEVELOPER is pursu¬ 
ing a Banbury plan for 
300 homes, despite it 
being removed from a 
major housing strategy.

"screening and scoping" application to 
seek views from the council over the 
plan, which could include a sports pitch. 

The council included the land as a 
"reserve site" in its 2010 local plan, to be 
used if housing targets are not met. It is 
owned by Trinity College. 

But it has now backed 400 homes 
north of Hanwell Fields, saying it is close 
to jobs, a secondary school and shops. 

The latest strategy - the local plan - is 
being consulted on. 

The council's lead member for plan¬ 
ning, Michael Gibbard, said: "The appli¬ 
cation will be judged against the require¬ 
ments of the emerging local plan." 

Residents in Warkworth Close, imme¬ 
diately to the south of the Miller Homes 
site, said they were concerned by the 
proposal. 

Peter Dee, 68, said: "It would deci¬ 
mate the value of the house. I would be 
boxed in. 

"In the winter you can see as far as 
you want to see. We bought it because 
we have fields all around us." 

Andrew Taylor, 80, said: "It is stupid, 


utterly stupid. They are encroaching on 
valuable countryside, they are changing 
the green barrier, which is extremely 
important. 

"Warwick Road is becoming danger¬ 
ously busy already." 

Nick Turner, who runs Drayton Leisure 
Golf Course and a campsite next to the 
site, said he feared new homeowners 
would complain about floodlights and 
stray golf balls. 

He said: "It could well put us out of 
business." 

Mr Turner, a district councillor, said: 
"There are plenty of cases where golf 
courses have struggled when there are 
houses built next to them." 

Other sites now backed by the coun¬ 
cil are 1,050 at Canalside, south of 
Banbury train station on the Oxford 
Canal; 800 at Hardwick Farm, north of 
the town by the M40; 400 west of Bretch 
Hill, to the south of Stratford Road; and 
400 more at Bankside to the south of 
town, near Bodicote. 

More than 1,000 homes have already 
been approved at Bankside, but have not 
been built.

The cash rolls in after church roof wrecked by lead thieves 


Residents rally round 


with gift of £30,000

KIND-HEARTED residents have 
raised almost £30,000 to replace 
a church roof that had been 
wrecked by lead thieves last 
year. 

Churchwarden Bob Langton 
said the seven-month drive for St 
Mary's Church in Warkworth had 
been "incredible". 

Thieves took £100,000 of lead 
in two separate attacks at the 
isolated church in August. 

The church has dipped into its 
savings to put up a cheaper steel 
roof and hopes a forthcoming 
concert will reimburse it fully. 

Concerts in Banbury, 
Deddington and Middleton 
Cheney boosted funds, Mr 
Langton said. 

He said: "It has just been 
incredible. 

"For a small village of 200 
people, to be able to raise over 
£28,000 in seven months is 
incredible. It has by far exceeded 


our expectations. We thought we 
would be struggling." An April 
concert by former county 
resident and famed pianist 
Valerie Tryon attracted about 300 
people to the Church of St Peter 
and St Paul, Deddington, to raise 
almost £6,000. 

Individual donors also helped 
out after hearing about the 
campaign through the media, he 
said. 

"We have had generous 
donations, some of them in four 
figures, from people who have 
heard about our plight. 

"Several other people have 
given us donations of £500, 
which is pretty incredible." 

A picnic jazz event, with the 
seven-piece Boulevard Swing 
band, will be held on Saturday 
June 23, at The Manor House, 
Overthorpe, from 7pm for the 
church.

Recycling 
rates a re 
going up 


OXFORDSHIRE residents 
are recycling more of 
their rubbish than ever. 

More than 60 per cent of 
the county's waste was recy¬ 
cled, which means the coun¬ 
ty is once again sending less 
to landfill than the English 
average. 

Paul Mocroft, of 
Oxfordshire Waste 

Partnership, said: "It's super. 
We have seen a massive 
increase in the amount of 
recycling over the last few 
years. 

"We are not very far away 
from being the top county in 
terms of recycling. 

"I would say the range of 
materials we are collecting, 
as well as the fact that we are 
collecting food, has made a 
big impact." 

Figures on where 
Oxfordshire ranks nationally 
are not available. 

Mr Mocroft said: "We are 
doing well, but it doesn't 
mean we are going to sit 
back.

"We are always looking 
for new items and materials 
we can collect for recycling. 

"Cherwell District Council 
has been collecting small 
electrical items and we are 
hoping to roll that out across 
the county very shortly. 

"We are also looking at 
other items such as batter¬ 
ies." 

Oxfordshire Waste 

Partnership is made up of 
Oxfordshire County Council 
and all five district councils 
who work together to 
improve waste management 
services. 

This year has seen 60.14 
per cent of Oxfordshire's 
waste recycled — compared 
with just 55.12 per cent last 
year. 

On average, England is 
estimated to recycle only 
42.5 per cent of its rubbish, 
which is up by only one per 
cent from last year. 


County councillor Hilary 
Hibbert-Biles, who is 
chairman of Oxfordshire 
Waste Partnership and coun¬ 
ty councillor responsible for 
waste management, said: 
"Yet again our high recycling 
rates demonstrate how much 
waste we're diverting from 
landfill. 

"We want to remind peo¬ 
ple that as well as the more 
regular items like metal, 
wood, cardboard and tex¬ 
tiles, our recycling centres 
take any electrical items, 
batteries and even CDs and 
DVDs for recycling. 

"With landfill tax increas¬ 
ing to £64 per tonne and 
overall costs around £90 per 
tonne, there's an even bigger 
incentive to stop burying our 
rubbish in holes in the 
ground. 

"We all know that recy¬ 
cling is good for the environ¬ 
ment, but it also saves the 
county council money too."

■ Landowner criticised for removing munitions site 

Piece of history 
is demolished

ENGLISH Heritage has 
criticised a landowner for 
removing a First World 
War structure at the cen¬ 
tre of a warehouse plan. 

The remains of a 191 6 tun¬ 
nel and surrounding earth- 
mound were removed before 
the heritage body inspected 
the site. 

Banbury Civic Society 
called in English Heritage in 
a bid to legally protect the 
remains and others. This 
could stand in the way of a 
plan to put six warehouses 
on the land, by the M40. 

Several small buildings 
were built on the land for the 
hand-filling of munitions 
with explosives during the 
war. 

Most were removed but 



English Heritage says it is the 
last surviving First Word War 
luddite filling factory in 
England. 

But a planning consultant 
behind the warehouses plan 
- to create up to 1,000 jobs - 
said the structure was dan¬ 
gerous. 

An English Heritage 
spokesman said: "We are 
aware of demolition works to 
the west of the site and it is 
disappointing that these 
works are taking place while 
we are still considering the 
case. 

"However, the demolition 
of the former filled shell store 
and the earth embankment 


around it, hasn't lessened our 
interest in the site as a 
whole." 

It said it would soon make 
a recommendation to the 
Government on whether the 
structures should be made a 
"scheduled monument". 

Civic society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said: 
"These are important surviv¬ 
ing remains of munitions. 
Removing it when the site is 
under active consideration 
for scheduling is not good 
practice." 

Peter Frampton, the plan¬ 
ning consultant for the 
scheme, said: "Some work 
has been done by the 
landowner, which is entitled 
to do under permitted devel¬ 
opment rights." 

The district council is 
expected to make a decision 
on June 21. 


College is 
praised by 
inspector 

A COLLEGE that provides an 
education for children other 
institutions will not take has 
been praised for behaviour 
standards. 

Pupil referral unit 
Meadowbrook College, 
which takes children who 
have been permanently 
excluded or are at risk of 
exclusion from mainstream 
schools, retained its good rat¬ 
ing when Ofsted inspectors 
visited. 

The college, which has 
about 100 pupils aged 
between 11 and 16, was told 
it had shown consistent 
improvement in all aspects of 
its work. 

In his report, Melvyn 
Blackband said: "Students' 
behaviour is good. 

"Their attendance is aver¬ 
age overall, but there are a 
few students with high rates 
of absence. 

"Nevertheless, the large 
majority have made very 
substantial improvements in 
their attendance since 
entering the college." 

Teaching across all three 
college sites, in Banbury, 
Marston, and Abingdon, was 
praised, with teachers 
described as planning effec¬ 
tively and teaching with 
"enthusiasm and skill".

■ Trust has to make savings over four years 


JOBS at Banbury's Horton 
Hospital could be lost as the 
trust that runs it faces £160m of 
cuts over the next four years. 

The news comes as the Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust (OUH) 
begins a consultation to become a 
Foundation Trust - a move which 
will allow for a greater control over 
its own finances - and which it must 
complete by late 2013. 

If it fails, it could be forced to 
merge with another organisation. 

The £160m of savings across 
Oxfordshire's hospitals are being 
made as part of a Government drive 
to slash £20bn from the cost of the 
NHS. 

OUH chief executive Sir Jonathan 
Michael said the trust was faced with 
making £49m worth of savings - 
about five per cent of its budget - 
over the next year alone. 

The trust, which is also responsi¬ 
ble for the John Radcliffe, Churchill 
and Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre 
(NOC) hospitals in Oxford, must 
then make year-on-year savings until 
2015. 

He is currently thrashing out a 
deal with hospital managers and

unions to see where they feel "staff 
efficiencies" can be made. 

Sir Jonathan, a former kidney spe¬ 
cialist, said: "I think we will see fur¬ 
ther reductions in staff numbers. 

"But I think it will be gradual and 
we will also see gradual reduction in 
the overall cost of workforce. 

"The process is we agree budgets 
with the departments within the 
organisation. 

"When budgets are agreed, they 
come forward with workforce 
plans." 

Kelvin Aubrey, regional organiser 
for Unison Health, said he knew the 
trust was still trying to bear down on 
agency costs. 

But he added: "The word we hear 
is that they're hopeful of not having 
to affect frontline staff this year 
based on this and other planned 
financial measures. 

"The staff understand the need to 
make cuts, but they are concerned 
about the workloads and how this 
may affect the way they deal with 
patients." 


The full details of the proposals 
are expected later this month. 

Last year the trust faced savings of 
around £52m and had threatened to 
cut 670 full-time posts. 

Sir Jonathan said the bed-blocking 
crisis, which is seeing well patients 
staying in hospital beds longer than 
necessary, prevented losses of that 
scale. 

The OUH was unable to allow 
any more redundancies, either vol¬ 
untary or forced, because it had to 
keep an extra 120 beds open across 
the trust to deal with demand. 

Instead, the savings were made by 
negotiating new drug contracts with 
pharmaceutical companies, and 
stopping the use of all but absolutely 
necessary agency staff. 

Seven people in management 
positions were made redundant after 
the hospital trust merged with the 
NOC, and a further 100 left under a 
voluntary redundancy scheme. 

Sir Jonathan admitted making the 
latest savings would be tough. He 
said: "It will not be easy. 

"But this is the reality of the finan¬ 
cial challenge the NHS has been 
set." 


Have a say on going 
for foundation status 


SIR Jonathan Michael said the 
next challenge for the OUH 
was to consult with the public 
over the application for 
Foundation Trust status. 

The Government wants all 
hospital trusts to become foun¬ 
dation trusts, so managers have 
a greater say over how money 
is spent locally. 

Hospitals bidding for the sta¬ 
tus have to meet a number of 
criteria, including proving their 
ability to balance their books 
and more public involvement. 

From now until October, the 
trust will be running consulta¬ 
tion events, encouraging the 
public to join its membership. 

He said: "The principal 
advantage for patients is that as 
part of public membership they 
will have much more of a say 
in the way the hospital runs 
and what it does. 

"As a foundation trust it is 
accountable to its membership, 
and that is made up of public, 


patients and staff." 

Unions have argued against 
Foundation Trusts, claiming 
they lead to hospitals compet¬ 
ing against each other for 
patients. 

Kelvin Aubrey, regional 
organiser for Unison Health, 
said: "The original aim was for 
them to be more democratical¬ 
ly and locally accountable. 

"The other element was they 
were supposed to have finan¬ 
cial freedom. 

"But in a climate when the 
whole NHS is trying to save 
four per cent year on year, it 
continues to be a principled 
but pointless exercise."

Horton struggles 
over discharges 

FEWER than one per cent of patients in 
Oxfordshire are discharged overnight, it has 
been revealed. 

Figures obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act show that 679 patients were 
discharged between the hours of 11pm and 
6am in 2011/12. 

This makes up only 0.71 per cent of the 
95,237 people who left the trust's hospitals 
last year. 

The figures include patients who are 
discharged at their own request. 

According to the figures, the worst 
performing Oxfordshire hospital is Banbury's 
Horton Hospital, which discharged 135 
(1.03 per cent) of its 13,044 patients 
overnight. 

Overall the number of patients is down on 
last year, when 1,051 people (0.77 per cent) 
were sent home at night. 

The John Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford, the 
largest of the trust's hospitals, discharged 
54,256 people last year, but only 474 - or 
0.87 per cent - of them were sent home at 
night. 

Earlier this year it was revealed that a total 
of 239,233 patients were discharged 
overnight across England in 2011.

Election fears of 
top police chief

THAMES Valley Police Chief Constable 
Sara Thornton has called on the 
Government to mobilise voters ahead 
of the elections for the new police 
crime commissioners. 

Every police force in the country will 
have a police crime commissioner on an 
£85,000-a-year salary after votes are cast in 
the election on November 15. 

Anyone on the electoral register is 
eligible to vote. But there are concerns the 
elections have not engaged the public and 
turn-out may be low. 

Ms Thornton said: "What I and other 
chiefs have been saying is that the Home 
Office and politicians need to be a lot more 
proactive in getting people involved." 

The final list of Thames Valley police 
crime commissioner candidates has not yet 



been revealed and Labour party members 
were this week receiving their voting forms 
to select a Labour candidate to put forward. 

Ben Simpson, an independent member of 
the Thames Valley Police Authority said he 
shared the chiefs concerns. 

Giving his personal opinion, Mr Simpson 


said: "She is anxious that the public should 
have an awareness of what the changes and 
implications are and that they should vote 
in significant numbers. 

"I think there is quite naturally some 
concern there will be a low turn-out in 
November." 

He said that the introduction of the 
alternative voting system and the concept of 
a Thames Valley regional vote could impact 
on the voter turn-out. 

"There's a feeling that this is all a bit new 
and that people are disenchanted with both 
politicians and the political process," he 
added. 

Jon Harvey, who is a shortlisted Labour 
Party candidate for the post in Thames 
Valley, called on the Home Office to spend 
money to communicate with the electorate 
about the vote. He said: "I agree with Sara 
Thornton completely. It's really important 
that we get at least a similar mandate that 
we get with a council election." 


DIY fundraising 
for volunteer 
search squad 

THE VOLUNTEER team that supports the police in 
search and rescue missions has bought themselves a 
new van after operating out of the boot of a car for 
over a year. 

The 30 volunteers in the Oxfordshire Lowland 
Search And Rescue group - known as Oxsar - spent 
the last 18 months raising the £9,000 needed. 

The van, which will operate as their control centre 
on call-outs, is privately owned by the group and will 
be kept at a secure location in Oxforshire. 

Group chairman Steve Butcher, an electrician by 
day, works for the group as a search co-ordinator. 

He said: "The van is crucial. We have had a few 
searches where we have tried to operate from cars in 
the rain and that is not ideal. 

"We need an area where we can plan. 

"The two search controllers have been carrying a 
printer, a laptop and maps in our cars for the past 18 
months, since our last van was declared beyond 
repair." 

The £9,000 needed for the van was raised through 
donations from families affected by searches, police 
employees and car-boot sales. 

The team is totally self-funded. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton said: "When a person 
who is vulnerable goes missing, the police really 
appreciate the experience and assistance of search and 
rescue teams. 

"For the last 18 months they have managed without 
a control van and it is really great that they have raised 
enough money to buy this. I was delighted to celebrate 
that with them today." 

The team's next goal is a £12,000 flood access kit, so 
they can assist the fire brigade in floods, which 
includes 12 sets of helmets, dry suits and personal 
flotation devices. 

Mr Butcher added: "What we do isn't glamorous and 
a lot of the time when someone goes missing, they 
don't want to be identified to their community, so we 
don't get much publicity. 

"But we do an awful lot of work."

and over again what a loser she 
was. And all the while, friends tell 
her to ‘perk up!’ adding to the 
swamping quicksand of misery. 

Not only has she been there,

UK RENTS GET BACK ON THE RISE 


Rents in April rose across the country for the first time 
in three months, according to a new report by LSL. 

The LSL report, says average rents across England and 
Wales rose by 0.5% in April, to stand at £709 per month

ONE inevitable element of any flag¬ 
ship vehicle is an impressive bundle 
of electronic bells and whistles. 

So it is little wonder that Toyota's 
British-built Avensis is massively 
well equipped. 

What is surprising is that the 
package of equipment, with which 
the Avensis is armed, is far from its 
most compelling attribute.
